“That the annual meeting of the Athletic 
Association shall be held irt January of each 
year, at which time the reports of the presi- 
dent and treasurer for the fiscal year shall be 
made and the manager of the football team 
elected.” 

As to the election of the football team! man- 
ager, it further provides: ‘'The manager of 
the football team shall be elected annually at 
the annual meeting of the Athletic Associa- 
tion in January of each year from file class 
next below 1 the graduating class of the Uni- 
versity. His term of office shall begin forth- 
with. The election shall be field by secret 
ballot.” and 

“The nominations for these officers shall be 
made by the Athletic Council, not mpre than 
five nor less than three candidates being nomi- 
nated for each office. The nominations for 
each office shall be posted in the various de- 
partments of the University and printed in 
the College paper at least ten days before the 
date of the election.”
